milk at the expense of the quality. 
The latest is as follows: 

To the Editor of The Times: I desire to 
ask you the following question, first, be- 
causs I think you know, and second, be- 
cause you always use your influence to stop 
any kind of adulteration. Has the city the 
right to prevent dairymen from selling 
“watered”? milk? The milk (?) used in al- 
mosi every hotel and restaurant is from ten 
to twenty-five per cert, water. 

This statement can easily be verified by 
testing the milk or by making inquiries of 
the employés of the dairies. During the 
last twoyearsI have used from eight to 


meterto test it, and found water, which 
never came from the cow, in almost every 
can. Nowif this practice can be stopped a 
great service will be done the milk-imbibing 
population of the city. I am very truly 
yours, 

So far as known, there is no ordi- 
nance on the statute books of the city 
in regard to watering milk. The Board 
of Health, it is presumed, has charge, 
toacertain extent, of all matters af- 
fecting the health of the city, and 
_ where food is sold of such quality as to 
-be a source of danger the Health Offi- 
_cer would have the right to condemn 
the same and order it destroyed, but 
whether he could do anything in re-

After Four or Five Years of Litiga- 
tion, to Be Commenced Again— 
An Amusing Development of the

Another step backward was taken 
yesterday in a case which has become 
‘one of the casus celebre in Southern 
California, and which is a well-spring 
of litigation and probably will be for 
several years to come, The case is 
known as the Anaheim Irrigation Dis- 
trict case, and involves the issue of 
$600,000 worth of bonds. 
and another it has been in the courts 
for the past four or five years, and has 
even been up to the Supreme Court 
once or twice. Every once in a while 
the wheels go round a little, and then 
stop until another startis made. To 
those who have not known of the case, 
its history and points are quite inter- 
esting. 

The district is in Orange county, and ' 
is the result of the combipation of 
other proposed districts with the old 
and original Yorba district, which has 
supplied certain portions of the terri- 
tory with water for many years. The 
different interests having combined, 
gave the name of the Anaheim Irriga- 
tion District to it, and after a long 
struggle voted bonds to the amount of 
$600,000. But, while the .bonds, were 
voted, they have never been issued, 
owing to the legal fight begun against 
the issue by the Yorbafamily. Their

Americans display an inexcusable

it is, the countries which compose 
Sonth America rely much more upon 
England and Germany for what they 
need, than they do upon the United 
States. 
A correspondent of a New York 
trade journal gives an interesting ac- 
count of the present condition of the 
Argentine Republic, a country which 
has made a most remarkable advance 
during the past few years. Buenos | 
Ayres now has a population of 500,- 
000. More than a dozen steamship 
lines connect it with European coun- 
tries, not a single one with the United 
States. While a hundred sailing 
vessels carry the products of the Ar- 
gentine Republic to Europe, only a few 
trade between that Republic and our 
own. Passengers and mails reach 
the Argentine usually by way of 
Europe, also by way of Panama and 
Chili, which trip costs about one 
thousand dollars—more than by way 
of Europe. 
England has invested in the Argen- 
tine more than £200,000,000, which is 
about a billion of our dollars, in rail- 


works, gas-works, cattle, horse and 
sheep raising, etc. The Argentine im- 
ports yearly from one hundred million 
to one hundred and twenty-five million 
dollars’ worth of manufactured goods, 
such as we make in this country. 
There are daily and weekly news- 
papers, illustrated papers and monthly 
magazines, printed in Buenos’ Ayres, 
in Spanish, French, English and Ger-. 
man. One daily paper, the Nation, is 
larger than the New York Tribune or 
the New York Herald. It has a circu- 
lation of 50,000 copies. 

Expression of opinion is as free in 
the Argentine Republic as with us— 
much more so than it is in Mexico. 
Buenos Ayres has electric-light and 
telephone ‘companies. Theaters, 
operas, universities, libraries and 
art schools are as numerous 
as in New York. Their public school

It is stated that 80 per cent. of all 
the products that we import from 
South America come into our’ ports 
free of, or at a nominal duty; therefore 
it isnot so much a reciprocity treaty 
that we want as direct steamship lines. 
We ought not to let Europe continue 
to monopolize the trade of our southern 
neighbors. 


SANTA MONICA’'S HARBOR ASPIRA- 
TIONS, 


In the Outlook Santa Monicans have 
& more than usually intelligent and 
beth advocate of the interests 
of that beautiful seaside resort. Es- 
pecially in presenting the claims of 
Santa Monica as a fitting location for 
the construction of a first-class harbor, 
is the Outlook ever on the’alert, and it 
must be admitted that our contempo- 
rary succeeds in making out a very: 
fair case for that place. It claims that 
Santa Monica is a better site for a 
‘breakwater than San Pedro, and backs 
up its assertion with a number of 
proofs. 

In its latest issue, after showing that 
Congress lias not yet commenced work 
upon an outer harbor at San Pedro, 


the Outlook says: 

Santa Monica has substantial claims to a 
fair considgration before any appropri- 
ation fer a breakwater is wade. This town 
is eight miles nearer to Los Angeles than 
San Pedro; the city’s most rapid growth is 
in this direction; there is-a most desirable 
scope of country between here and the city 
for a suburban population; the lines of com- 
munication would be quicker, and Santa 
Monica would-in time be ‘practically the 
ocean end of the city. , 

Los Angeles should consider this ad- 
vantage of eight miles. ‘Lhe longer distance 
to San Pedro renders a clase connection be- 
tween the two places less probable; and 
many phases of business would naturally 
drift from the city to the seaside. As a re- 
suit, San Pedro would gradually grow to 
some extentinto’ a rival city. Notso with 
Santa Monica. It would rather become a 
part of the city and become its shipping 
port and favorite place for residence. 

‘This is app@aling to the selfishness of the. 
Angel City; but we are doing it on the pre- 
sumption that the conditions for a break- 


vantage of eight miles gives a decided pre-. 
ndezance in the argument in_ favor of 
anta Monica. 

In view of what has been said, the Out- 
look only asks that the people of Los An- 
geles, the trusted agents of the city, and the 
press, each and all, study this harbor ques- 
tion upon its merits, and then act ip ac- 
cordance with their conclusions.

Under this arrangement the Government 
will secure a mortgage upon the various 
branch lines owned by the Union Pacific 
and built without Governm aid. it bas 
always been insisted by the railroads that 
the main lines would be worthless as 
money-earners without tnes@ feeders, and 
it is asserted that these latter will greatly 
increase the Government’s segurity.
